EDITORIAL COMMENT 


DILUTING THE HOUSE OF LORDS 


T 


HERE is much excitement in Great Britain 
over the probable action of the House'of 


Lords on the education bill, recently passed by 
the House of Commons. 


It is thought that the lords will reject the bill, 


in which case it is expected that Prime Minister 
Campbell-Bannerman 
will resort to 
extreme 


measures. 


In the past—that is, within the last eighty 


jears or so—whenever the lords refused to agree 
to a bill of importance, backed by the popular 
sentiment of the country, it was customary for 
the prime minister to dissolve parliament and call 
for a new election. With the return of the same 
prime minister to power, and the introduction 
and passage of a similar bill as had been passed 
before by the commons, the lords opposed to the 
measure would absent themselves and permit the 
bill to go through without opposition. 


Their reason for thus jieldmg was that in 


case they remained stubborn, the premier might 
recommend to the king the making of enough 
new lords to pass the bill. As the premier would 
have the nomination of the men he wanted, it 
\\as a certaintj that he could thus obtain a ma- 
jority for his bill 


The lords permitted this to happen once—at 


the passage of the reform bill in 1832—but they 
did not like the result. So many new lords were 
created that it cheapened the whole outfit to a 
humiliating degree. 
Supposing that our senate 


had refused to pass a bill demanded by the gen- 
eral public—although such a supposition is tre- 
mendously absurd—and that President Roosevelt 
had the power to increase, by appointment, the 
number of senators from ninety to say three hun- 
dred and nineh, who then would want to be a 
senator ? 


That lesson was enough for the lords When- 


e\er they see that they aie up against the buz/;- 
saw the> gracefully retire from the vicinity of its 
teeth and let the commons do the rest. 


It is shocking to contemplate what might** 


happen if the honorable upper bodjyqf ithe JSng^ s. 
hsh paihament was to suffer another wholesale 
increase. English lords would then be as com- 
mon as Russian princes—for in the domains of 
the Czar princes are as plentiful as are colonels 


in Kenthicky—and American heiresses would 
run exclusively to the German, French and Aus- 
trian markets. 
Thus one of the most lucrative 


sources of revenue in the United 
Kingdom 


would be cut off at the pockets. No wonder that 
the prospect of a deluge of peers should be view- 
ed with extreme alarm. 


Curiously enough the dilution of the blue 


blood) seldonn produces any permanent effect 
The man who is appointed a peer may be a radi- 
cal of the radicals, but his children generally are 
conservatives of the blackest kind. Therefore the 
peerage falls to a lord who is as exclusive, as 
much of a reactionist, as if his family had held 
the title for a thousand years. 


The reason for this is not far to seek. The 


newly created aristocrat yearns for sympathy and 
companionship m his new sphere. He courts the 
recognition of his brother peers and his wife is 
eager to move in the social circles where the blue 
blood prevails. 
Aping the ways of the older 


aristocracy, the parvenue naturally takes to their 
politics as one means of ingratiating himself 
with the more ancient nobility. As they are al- 
most ahva\ s Tories, the son of the peer created ii 
the ranks of the rankest conservatives. 


How long the English people will continue tc 


endure such a system remains to be seen. 
If 


Campbell-Bannerman should recommend to the 
king the appointment of a new job-lot of peers 
without the formality of going to the country for 
another election, he would help matters along 
considerably 
Make the peers too common and 


their prestige is destroyed. No prestige, no peer- 
age.
